The proposed amendments implement Periodic Review Order #00717 (formerly30
WO#00628), Work Tasks #2 and #12.  These amendments would update the31
City’s Comprehensive Plan and Zoning Code to reflect changes in City policies,32
regional mandates and state law relating to municipal annexations and urban33
service delivery.  Specifically, CPA 98-00011 may result in modifications to34
sections 1.2 through 1.3 (Comprehensive Plan Amendment Procedures Element),35
sections 2.4 through 2.6 (Public Involvement Element), 3.10 through 3.11 (Land36
Use Element), sections 5.4 through 5.9 (Public Services Element), and related37
sections of the Comprehensive Plan.  TA 99-00010 may result in modifications to38
sections 10.4, 40.40, 40.50, 40l75, 40.90 and other sections of the Development39
